Dear Mr. Chutkoski: 


I hereby submit to you my seventh annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. The purpose of this report is 
to make the community aware of the tremendous impact 
of the ‘Education Congress” on the state and local level 
and to give a general summarization of the accomplish- 
ments during the past year. 


FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 


Federal governmental aid to education had its early 
beginning with the enactment of the Morrill Act of 1862. 
Since that time, various piece-meal educational aids have 
been enacted by the Congress of the United States. The 
National Defense Education Act, which has assisted our 
school in expanding its science program, is one of the 
most pertinent in recent years. 


During the past year, several new phases of legisla- 
tion were enacted which should have a definite impact 
upon the implementation of local programs. 


The Elementary-Secondary Education Act of 1965, 
Public Law 89-10, consists of a number of titles, as fol- 
lows: 


I. Financial assistance to local education agencies for 
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special education programs in areas having high 
concentration of children of low-income families. 


II. School library resources, textbooks and other in- 
structional materials. 


III. Supplementary educational centers and services. 
IV. Educational research and training. 
V. Strengthening State Department of Education. 


The National Defense Education Act (1964) has 
been expanded to include the additional subjects of Eng- 
lish, reading, history, civics, and geography, in addition 
to the original subjects of science, mathematics, and 
modern foreign languages. However, the inclusion of 
additional subject areas has tended to reduce the amount 
of funds available. The revised law has also increased 
the requirements for application approval. It is antici- 
pated that this year will be one of trial and error and 
acquiring the know-how of preparing qualified applica- 
tions. 


Copies of the completed Harrington-Willis Report 
have been received at my office. One copy has been sent 
to the Frontier Regional School to be placed in the library. 
The recommendations of this report certainly cannot be 
put into effect unless our state legislature provides the 
means of obtaining and distributing more state funds 
for the support of local education. 


PERSONNEL 


This year, Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus, a teacher for 
many years in Whately, retired from public school work. 
I am pleased to note that she has only semi-retired as she 
is at present librarian at the Crotched Mountain School 
in New Hampshire. Mrs. Mary MacDonald, a teacher 
for the past three years in Deerfield, was appointed to the 
first grade position, and Mrs. Sophie Filipkowski was 
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appointed teacher-in-charge. 


I also wish to report the resignation of Mrs. Irene 
Lindsay as school nurse. Mrs. Carol Sluter was appointed 
to this vacancy and returns to a position she formerly 
held. 


Mr. Granger Norwood of the Frontier Regional 
faculty resigned and Mr. Stanley Kopec was appointed 
to the position of instrumental music instructor in the 
elementary school. 


I am pleased to report that all other members of the 
teaching staff have continued with us for the current 
year. 


CHANGE AND ACTIVITIES 


In the past year, there has been continued orienta- 
tion toward introducing’ modern mathematics into the 
elementary grades. Through the use of the educational 
television equipment in Sunderland, a total of thirty-one 
teachers from the communities of Conway, Deerfield, 
Sunderland and Whately are participating in an in-ser- 
vice training program in modern math. Mrs. Irene Mac- 
Donald attended a modern math training course at the 
State College in Westfield during the past summer. The 
course was sponsored by the Department of Education 
and its prime purpose was to train elementary teachers, 
who in turn would serve as leaders in in-service pro- 
grams. Mrs. MacDonald is one of the leaders in our 
present program. 


Grades six and five have continued with a modified 
form of block teaching which was started last year. Mr. 
Trzcienski, principal, is presently working on plans to 
expand the plan to include other subjects and possibly an 
additional grade. 


The enrollment in the instrumental music program 
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in grades four, five and six as of September is as follows: 
Conway 19, South Deerfield 19, Old Deerfield 12, Sunder- 
land 8, and Whately 7. Progress and growth in this pro- 
gram may be measured by attendance at the annual 
elementary school band assembly which is held each year 
at the Frontier Regional School. 


Whately pupils presented their first science fair 
which was very successful. Many displays and experi- 
ments were exhibited that emphasized the importance of 
the study of science in today’s world. 


Last spring, through the efforts of the American 
Truckers’ Association, and the cooperation of the local 
police, all elementary pupils attended a Safety Circus 
which was presented at the Frontier Regional School. 
Traffic safety was emphasized in a humorous and highly 
interesting presentation. 


There has been a continued adoption of the Ginn 
reading series. A modification in the physical education 
program now permits pupils to participate in this 
activity on Fridays for an extended length of time. 


Your superintendent was a participant in the Tufts 
Assembly on Massachusetts Government. Invited partici- 
pants of this assembly included executive officers of 
leading newspapers, law and banking firms, business and 
insurance companies, public utilities, political and social 
groups, and educational institutions. This group repre- 
sented a wide spectrum of influence throughout the state. 
The final recommendations were distributed to interested 
individuals and may be found in book form under the 
title, Public Education in Massachusetts—Problems and 
Challenges, published and distributed by the Lincoln 
Filene Center for Citizenship and Public Affairs, Tufts 
University. 
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CONCLUSION 


It has been the consistent effort of faculty, superin- 
tendent and school committee to keep well informed 
concerning the broadening scope of the public school pro- 
gram. As state and national conditions change, we have 
adjusted the local educational program in an effort to 
provide the quality of education necessary for your child- 
ren to stand on an equal footing with their peers through- 
out their future years. 


The national concern over improved elementary and 
secondary education should prompt us, as citizens, to 
never be satisfied with existing conditions but to ever 
strive to improve them.

Report of Music Supervisor 


Music educators have a responsibility and a challenge 
to introduce and explore with every young person the 
joy, pleasure and satisfaction of music. How best can 
this be brought about? 


Participation in various musical activities such as 
Singing, playing, listening and understanding instru- 
ments, bodily movements and learning the folk music of 
various countries all help to promote this satisfaction. 


Monotony must be avoided. Dramatization is always 
a strong deterrent. There is not a class that lacks en- 
thusiasm when dramatization of a song is suggested. 
Drawing is another activity which provides pleasure. 
Often at holiday seasons, each individual chooses a 
favorite song followed by drawing a picture depicting 
activities presented by the words and music. Instrumen- 
talists are encouraged to perform for the pleasure of 
classmates. 


Attendance at Springfield Symphony Youth Con- 
certs once a year is anticipated with pleasure. Prepara- 
tion for the program is provided by means of records, by 
a study of the lines of composers whose music is to be 
heard, the history of eras represented and types, forms 
and themes of music to be heard. 


In addition to the cultural, skills are an important 
factor. Fundamentals needed to produce music both 
vocally and instrumentally are stressed. 


Music is closely associated with other school sub- 
jects. Sixth grades study Mexico in social studies at 
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which time the music of the country is heard, sung and 
studied. Of value is a monthly magazine, Young Key- 
board, Jr., which has accompanying records. Mexican 
folk music was the subject in one issue and was a valu- 
able teaching aid. Music is also correlated with poetry 
and its rhythm, and certainly with reading and mathe- 
matics. 


A good listener is not born. Learning to listen in- 
telligently and perceptively is an acquired response and 
must be learned. Stimulating children’s imaginations and 
creativeness and encouraging emotional responses is an 
important factor in music education. 


What a host of activities lies ready for use in 
providing a stimulating and broadening program for 
school music. 


This music teacher thanks each parent and child, 
each taxpayer, school administrator, school committee- 
man and each class teacher co-worker for the splendid 
cooperation afforded her over the years.

Report of Art Supervisor 


As art supervisor in Whately, I wish to submit my 
third annual report. 


A very important factor in art education is teaching 
the child to see and to think. In using the term, “‘to see,” 
I do not mean just the physical action of looking, but a 
deeper sense of the word—to perceive, to recognize, to 
comprehend. In other words, the child should learn to 
think about that which he is seeing. By comparing new 
knowledge with familiar material, he should begin to 
relate and distinguish among this information. 


I consider poster-making and lettering essential to 
an elementary art program. Each grade undertakes one 
or more poster projects during the year—with the subject 
matter being a season, a holiday, or special event. Some 
classes also compete in a few poster contests. Whately 
was fortunate this year in having two winners in the 
statewideS.P.C.A. Animal Poster Contest—Debra Sluter 
and Sybil Smith. Success, such as this, encourages others 
to try in the future. 


The lettering and design involved in poster making 
also aided grades five and six in preparing their exhibits 
for the science fair. The children were aware of color, 
arrangement, and eye appeal for more effective presen- 
tation of their research projects. 


‘Each year at Christmas, Whately’s school children 
make decorations for the S. White Dickinson Memeorial 
Library’s book fair. The first grade offered a contem- 
porary approach to decorating, with mobile, stylized 
Christmas trees hanging from the library ceiling, while 
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second graders joined their efforts to produce a large and 
very striking Christmas tree with pink, cut - paper 
mosaics. The beautiful candles gracing the library doors 
were made by grade three, working in groups. The fourth 
grade arrangements of cut-paper pine and cones on bright 
red backgrounds added the touch of natural beauty to 
this year’s Christmas splendor. A number of Santa’s 
elves in varying sizes were created from the vivid 
imaginations of fifth graders, while grade six undertook 
the difficult task of cut-paper stained glass windows. 
Great pride and enthusiasm accompained this particular 
project since it was an opportunity for the children’s art 
work to be displayed while the children were playing an 
active part in their town’s activities. 


Art correlates many areas of study in school as well 
as contributing to citizenship. Thus, it can be seen as a 
vital factor in a child’s growth and education. 


I sincerely thank Mr. Bennett, the Whately faculty, 
and Whately’s townspeople for their continuing coopera- 
tion and assistance.

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Report of School Nurse 


As school nurse for the Town of Whately, I submit 
my first annual report. 


The school health program has an important role in 
the overall education of our children. In order for the 
child to function properly, good health physical and 
emotional, is a necessity. It is our endeavor to reach 
these goals through the cooperation of the school phy- 
Sicilian, teacher, nurse, parents and associated services. 
An individual health evaluation of each child is strived 
for during the school year. 


Dr. Kenneth Rice, school physician, performed 63 
physical examinations of school children. Notices of de- 
fects were sent to parents where necessary. An immun- 
ization clinic was held in April, and 29 children received 
booster doses of diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough 
serum. Nineteen received the polio vaccine. 


Vision testing revealed 7 failures and the hearing, 
one. Parents were very cooperative in the follow-up pro- 
gram, consulting their own physicians. As usual, the 
weights and heights of all children were checked semi- 
annually. Regular school visits were made, many of these 
leading to home visits to discuss with the parents pro- 
blems their children might have. 


The school health program has taken advantage of 
community resources for the betterment of the children. 
Among these are the Franklin County Mental Health 
Center, the Speech Department at the University of 
Massachusetts, Crippled Children’s and Pediatric Clinic 
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in Greenfield, the Salvation Army, Cerebral Palsy Asso- 
ciation and the local Board of Health. 


In-service educational meetings concerning school 
health were attended during the year. These were very 
informative and helpful in performance of duties. 


Summary: School enrollment 115, absences 480, 
school visits 46, conferences at school 27, conferences at 
home 25, transportation 6. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the superinten- 
dent, school physician, teachers and parents for their 
assistance and cooperation.

Dear Mr. Boulden: 


I hereby submit to you my sixth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. The general purpose will be 
to present a brief review of the development of secondary 
education and to present issues or problems which must 
be solved for the continued advancement of Frontier 
Regional School. 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


The term education is defined as the knowledge, skill 
and development gained through instruction and training. 
Needless to say, changing educational needs of people, 
both students and adults, depend upon the economic and 
scientific development of our country and the social cus- 
toms and values of its inhabitants. 


The Massachusetts Colonial Assembly in 1642 passed 
a law requiring that children be taught the fundamentals 
of reading. In 1647 the law was clarified, making it 
mandatory to establish schools. During the colonial 
period the Latin grammar school was transplanted from 
Europe and became the secondary school of the period. 
This was followed in turn by the new Americanized 
secondary school known as the academy, many of which 
have continued and maintain a necessary place in Ameri- 
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can education. The first public high school supported by 
public taxation appeared in Boston, Massachusetts. 


During each phase of our national development, var- 
ious educational needs appeared that changed the cur- 
riculum of the secondary schools. As a result, basic 
courses in mathematics _ science, languages, history and 
geography were expanded and special courses in business 
subjects, agriculture, industrial arts, physical education, 
art and music were added. As modern conveniences freed 
children from many chores around the home and farm, 
there was time for participation in extracurricular activi- 
ties such as athletics, dramatics, student council, band 
and chorus and the like. All similar subjects and activi- 
ties have learning experience that attempt to prepare 
students for their place in adult society. 


Theodore O. Yutema in his lecture series, “The En- 
richment of Man,” states: “Education increases our 
ability to enjoy more things more, to live more richly, 
more creatively, and in greater harmony with ourselves, 
our environment, and our fellow men... Education is 
enormously valuable in a strictly economic sense. Indeed, 
education produces the most powerful agent of economic 
progress — resourceful people, aware of the accomplish- 
ments of the past, and equipped with the ability to build 
a better future...” 


We have come a long way from that first law of 1642. 
We watch with satisfaction the success of our recent 
graduates who compete successfully in their chosen 
careers or continue their education in schools of higher 
learning. It may be a temptation to sit back and say, 
“Why do we need more? Our schools are doing a fine 
job.” 


The present age of the computer, space exploration, 
technological change, and the advancement of science is 
doubling the total of knowledge that was known to man 
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a few short years ago. Such an impact places upon the 
citizens a responsibility to meet an even more challeng- 
ing future. 


As school committeemen and administrators, we 
have a charge — to watch for and encourage new innova- 
tions in methods of teaching and ways of achieving 
learning objectives so that Frontier Regional School will 
maintain its high standing among secondary schools, and 
our students too “‘will be equipped with the ability to build 
a better future.’ 


GUIDANCE 


Guidance continues as an important service to stu- 
dents and graduates in assisting them in tentatively 
planning life careers. 


A follow-up study was made of the class of 1964. A 
total of 98 questionnaires were sent members of the class 
responses were received from 46 members—or a total of 
46.9% replied. The summary is as follows:

Mrs. Mary Warchol was appointed to the cafeteria staff, 
and Mr. Kazimier Safirowicz to the custodian staff. 


There continues to be a severe shortage of teacher 
candidates in the fields of science, particularly in chem- 
istry and physics; foreign languages, particularly Latin; 
and the modern mathematics. Well prepared instru- 
mental/band directors are also difficult to obtain. At the 
present time there are no prospects of immediate in- 
creases in these critical areas. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to thank the School Committee, teachers, and 
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citizens who have assisted and supported our program 
during the past year. 


May I direct your attention to Mr. McLean’s report 
that presents several important problems to be faced and 
solved in the immediate future if wa are going to con- 
tinue to develop and meet the educational needs of today’s 
students who become the leaders of tomorrow.

Principal's Report 


Mr. Warren D. Bennett, Superintendent of Schools

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


I shall confine my report to the school plant and cur- 
riculum at Frontier. 


Since the opening of Frontier in 1956, the curricu- 
lum offerings for our students have changed to suit their 
needs; additional courses in music, speech, language, 
reading, science, history, mathematics, industrial arts, 
business and history have been added to our curriculum. 
Additional classroom space has been utilized for a lan- 
guage center, typing, reading, storage, special education 
and needed class sections. In many instances this instruc- 
tional space is not interchangeable for other learning 
areas; i.e., a typing room, science laboratory, art, lan- 
guage centers and industrial arts spaces make poor and 
costly rooms in which to teach English or to use as a 
study hall. 


In just a decade, we have outgrown our locker 
facilities. Some classes run over sixty using our two locker 
areas; these lockers also house athletic equipment for the 
many sports teams. Our present locker rooms are just too 
small for the students needing this space to prepare for 
physical education. We have no area to dry equipment 
after an athletic contest but must drape these uniforms 
over lockers or benches. Our band has doubled in size 
from our 1964 contigent and almost overflows the band 
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room, despite the removal of a section of risers. Our 
practicing bandsmen use the ticket office and a coat room 
for practice areas during school. The library is used for 
large group study twice during the day despite the fact 
four other rooms are also utilized as study classes. The 
cafeteria, during our seven-period day, is used three 
periods for lunch and the one-hundred and forty pupils 
normally in this area for study must be housed elsewhere 
in the building. An increase in student size will neces- 
sitate considering another lunch period to feed the school 
population. Our library will not seat ten percent of our 
enrollment and will seat fewer learners as additional re- 
source materials are added. A good library with adequate 
seating and storage space is a “must” in any good school. 
Can our students afford to have an inadequate school 
library? 


Our business subject offerings cannot expand with- 
out more floor space. In this age of data processing and 
other advances in expediency by the business world, our 
scholars should have access to this equipment. Home 
economics, offered only to a restricted group of girls, 
despite the fact that this knowledge and skill is valuable 
to all our girls, provides only cooking and sewing on a 
part-time basis at Frontier. Consideration should be 
given to expanding this subject for students in all grades. 
The science laboratory has no space for student-initiated 
projects or experiments of more than an hour at a time. 
In this age of science, where do young minds get the op- 
portunity to work on creative science projects if our 
schools have no areas to foster this spirit of inquiry? Our 
faculty, numbering over forty, use three small rooms for 
their lunch area, correcting work, planning and just plain 
relaxing. They need a larger area to meet with students 
sr parents, to plan lessons where library facilities are 
available, and to complete other teaching duties. The pre- 
sent area will only seat a limited percent of our staff. 
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Our present school plant was constructed for a 
capacity of 650 learners with a restricted curriculum. 
This was before the Willis Bill, Sputnik, the Conant Re- 
ports, our space race, the flood of federal funds for edu- 
cation and the flourishing interest by all parents in the 
operation of school programs. Unless some provident 
individual can guarantee that no further growth will take 
place in the region during the next decade, we can expect 
a larger student enrollment by the 1970’s. If the curri- 
culum is restricted by lack of teaching space, then no 
changes will take place in our program. Can Frontier 
then remain out of the mainstream of educational offer- 
ings because someone lacked the foresight to provide for 
the educational future of our scholars? Prognostications 
are that future generations may have to adjust to three 
job changes in their lifetime, due to the changing forces 
of technology. If our school cannot provide for all of its 
learners, what group shall be denied certain school ser- 
vices? 


The School Committee should give consideration to 
the evaluation of our present and future program offer- 
ings. This should be done before another school year has 
come to an end. The New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools, of which we are a member 
in good standing, will evaluate our curriculum and school 
plant in 1969. In order to maintain membership in this 
accrediting association, we must show progress in pro- 
viding for the growing and changing needs of our 
scholars. 


Our staff at Frontier works hard to make our pro- 
gram functional; they are an asset to any program and a 
blessing to any school. With serious consideration of the 
expanding problems listed in this report and the im- 
plementations of their solutions, Frontier will continue 
as an excellent comprehensive school. The administra- 
tion appreciates the support and interest by the Super- 
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intendent, parents and School Committee in our learning 
program. Let us continue our planning at Frontier for 
the best in educational progress, enabling us to present 
to our students the finest offerings possible for today’s 
rapidly advancing nuclear age.

Report of 
Regional School Nurse 


Most of this report is of a statistical nature, but 
every statistic represents a student at Frontier, a stu- 
dent in whom I am vitally interested regarding his or her 
physical and mental health as well as his social adjust- 
ment to school. There is no substitute for good health in 
this highly competitive society of ours, and seeing that 
Frontier students enjoy and practice good health habits 
at school has been my distinct pleasure. 


The cooperation received from administration, Mr. 
Bennett and Mr. McLean, the faculty, and the guidance 
department has been outstanding. The contribution our 
custodians make in keeping our school in excellent con- 
dition adds immeasurably to the students’ well-being. 
Equally so does our cafeteria personnel with the well 
balanced and nutritious meals they serve our students. 
Our secretaries continually demonstrate their under- 
standing of student health problems and are most 
cooperative. 


The number of students given physical exams by Dr. 
Rice this year were 349 in the 7th, 9th and 11th grades. 
We also examined 1838 students who participated in 
competitive sports, bringing the total number of students 
examined by Dr. Rice to 532. Any health problems noted 
during these exams were reported to the parents. 


Heights and weights were taken in May and Septem- 
ber in cooperation with the physical education depart- 
ment. 
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The vision test was given to 716 students. Of this 
number, 44 failed the retest and 38 were seen by an eye 
specialist and received correction. 


The Pure Tone Hearing Test was given to 716 stu- 
dents, with 25 failing the retest. Of this number, 20 have 
been seen by their family doctor or an ear specialist. 


Other statistics are: checked in the health office 
during the school year for various health reasons—1280 
students; excused home due to illness—192 (called for 
by parents—120, taken home by nurse—72); accidents 
checked in the health office—69 students (of this num- 
ber, 64 students required medical care or hospitalization). 


Two communicable diseases were reported during 
the school year. 


A list of physically handicapped children was sub- 
mitted to Mr. Bennett. 


My sincere appreciation and thanks to Dr. Rice, the 
parents and school personnel for helping to maintain 
and promote the health of our students.

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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


We herewith present our annual report on the 1965 
activities as required by law. 


Work on Chapter 90 Construction was continued on 
River Road, but from the south end, tying in with Hat- 
field’s completed surface. It is hoped to finish the entire 
job in two more years, with the aid of the funds from the 
State Bond issue. 


Chapter 81 and 90 Maintenance monies are not 
sufficient to allow any construction, but general repairs 
and tarring have progressed as usual. 


No new equipment is asked for in 1966, but rental 
funds are being accumulated toward a new truck in 1967. 

There will be enclosed with this year’s report a road 
map of the town developed by the Planning Board. The 
original of this, in a larger size, is the key map to be used 
by the assessors and other departments for future de- 
velopment. 


Building permits were issued in 1965 for 3 new 
barracks buildings for migratory farm workers, and for 
7 new houses, 6 of which are either completed or well 
under way; also for a number of minor additions, breeze- 
ways and signs for a total of 31 permits. Attention is 
called to the requirement for building permits for all 
structural changes such as breezeways, porches, garages 
and signs, etc., which should be obtained prior to starting 
construction. 


The loss of the bridge on Claverick Road has caused 
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inconvenience to some people, but there seems to be some 
difference of opinion as to the advisability of replacing 
it. This will be brought to a town meeting vote under a 
special article. 


There have been many complaints about junk cars 
in conspicuous locations around town, which we have had 
no legal means of controlling. We suggest the adoption 
of a By-Law similar to that of Montague and Greenfield, 
and an article will be in the warrant for consideration of 
such a By-Law.

These recommendations are closely in line with those 
of 1965, except that the School Department shows about 
$7,000.00 increase, practically all due to teachers’ salaries 
and transportation, over which we have little control. 


It is recommended that $10,000. be used from “free 
cash” to reduce the tax rate, which will undoubtedly be 
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increased to some extent. Further use of “free cash” at 
this time is not advised, since we have some large capital 
expenditures coming up, as indicated in the following 
paragraphs, for which available funds may well be used. 


Considerable discussion was had at our meetings 
with the town officials and committees, about the neces- 
sity for a new fire station. It appears that such a facility 
would certainly be advisable, and the Committee recom- 
mends that an investigating committee be appointed to go 
further into details and costs, and an article for this pur- 
pose will be in the warrant. 


As everyone knows, the bridge on Claverick Road 
(Flavin Cross Road) has been collapsed into the river, 
and some have questioned the necessity of replacing: it. 
However, we feel that it should have the attention of the 
town meeting, and we recommend a full discussion under 
a special article. 


Our Conservation Committee, with those of Deerfield 
and Sunderland, have made preliminary investigation of 
the matter of a swimming facility for the three towns 
at the pond at the north end of town. In order to qualify 
for Federal and State assistance in developing this pro- 
ject, it is necessary to furnish considerable engineering 
data at an estimated cost of $2000. of which Whately’s 
share would be $400. We advise that the town consider 
this under a special article. 


The Planning Board is developing a house number- 
ing system, while the assessors believe it to our advan- 
tage to join in the State Assessment Assistance system. 
Neither of these involve any substantial sum of money. 
We believe them worthy of consideration under special 
articles. 


Your committee was divided on the advisability of 
adopting a By-Law governing the storage of unregistered 
vehicles. A copy of the By-Law in effect in Montague and 
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Greenfield will be presented to the town meeting for con- 


sideration. 


There are no changes in the salary schedule recom- 
mended for 1966, except that election costs will be some- 
what larger due to State election and primaries during

Investment bonds in the vault at The First National 
Bank of Northampton have been examined and found in 
good order.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual 
report as District Nurse for the Towns of Whately, 
Sunderland and Ashfield. 


Home nursing visits and school enrollment have not 
changed appreciably during the past year. Immunization 
clinics and well-child conferences were held. The diph- 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus immunizations were 
given to twenty-nine school children by Dr. Kenneth H. 
Rice. At the well-child conference in May, 87 children 
were seen by Dr. William Buchanan, examining pedia- 
trician. Mrs. Cory Bardwell, nutritionist, Irene Lindsay, 
R.N., and Mrs. Dubois completed the staff. 


The annual hearing, vision testing, weighing and 
measuring, and school physical examinations were com- 
pleted. Sixty-three children were seen by Dr. Rice, 
school physician. Notices of defects were sent to parents 
when necessary. It is noted that parents cooperate very 
well in regard to these notices. Conferences with the 
teachers in school and parents at home are an invaluable 
aid in understanding the individual child, both physically 
and emotionally. 


Registration of first graders in May gave the nurse 
an opportunity to meet the parents and obtain helpful 
information regarding the child’s physical welfare. Two 
children from each town were selected to attend the 
Greenfield Health Camp. Transportation was furnished 
upon necessity. 
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Community resources such as the Franklin County 
Mental Health Center, the Speech Department and the 
University of Massachusetts, the Crippled Children’s and 
Pediatric Clinic at the Franklin County Public Hospital, 
the Salvation Army and the local Board of Health were 
used to advantage in many cases. 


Educational in-service meetings were attended reg- 
ularly. They proved to be a valuable source of help and 
information, making a more efficient performance of 
duties possible.

Report of Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


Dutch Elm trees that were tagged in 1964 and were 
proven to have the disease by the Shade Tree Laborato- 
ries were cut and destroyed. Due to the fact that the 
appropriations were exceeded, the Department of Natural 
Resources came in and cut four large elm trees which 
were in difficult locations and required winching. While 
scouting with the men from the Shade Tree Laboratories, 
22 trees were tagged and 20 were proven to have Dutch 
Elm Disease. 2 were sterile; all these are subject for re- 
moval. 

Due to the breakdown of the sprayer, part of Weber 
and Poplar Roads were not sprayed. Some spraying has 
been done on trees that were covered with poison ivy on 
River Road and North Street. There is more to be 
sprayed providing appropriations are made for this. 

A good lot of rock maples were located and due to 
good digging 65 trees were dug and planted. Some of the 
trees that were planted in the last few years, in poor soil, 
have shown poor growth, and should and will be fertil- 
ized. 

Trees and overhanging limbs and branches with 
grape vines, which were unsafe to the public, were cut, 
mostly on North Street, Haydenville and Belden Roads. 
Western Electric N. E. Tel and Tel also helped in remov- 
ing some trees there. There are, however, more trees that 
are in poor condition and are subject for removal.

GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the twenty-first day of February next at 
11:30 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to bring in 
their votes on one ballot to the election officers for: 


Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, one Assessor for three years, one School 
Committee for three years, two Library Trustees for 
three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, 
Auditor, Tree Warden, and Elector under the Will of 
Oliver Smith. 


The polls will be open for voting from 11:30 A.M. 
and will close at 7:00 P.M. 


And you are directed also to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in 
town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Saturday, the twenty-sixth day of February next, at 
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1:30 o’clock in the afternoon, and then and there to act 
on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, 
to borrow money in anticipation of the revenue for the 
financial years beginning January 1, 1966 and January 
1, 1967, in accordance with provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 44, Section 4, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 
44, Section 17, or take any other action relative thereto.

Unregistered Motor Vehicles 


Section 1. The keeping of more than one unregis- 
tered motor vehicle, assembled or dis-assembled, ex- 
cept by a person licensed under General Laws, 
Chapter 140, Section 59, on any premises shall not 
be permitted, unless said motor vehicles are stored 
within an enclosed building. 


Section 2. A special permit to keep more than one 
unregistered motor vehicle on any premises not with- 
in an enclosed building, after a duly called public 
hearing at which all abutters to the premises have 
received notice, may be granted by the Board of 
Selectmen, if it finds that such keeping (1) is in 
harmony with the general purposes and intent of 
this by-law; (2) will not adversely affect the neigh- 
borhood; and (8) will not be a nuisance. 


Section 3. All such special permits granted shall 
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limit the number of unregistered motor vehicles to 
be kept on the premises by the permit holder, shall 
not run with the land, and shall be limited to a rea- 
sonable length of time. 


Section 4. This by-law shall not apply to motor 
vehicles which are designed and used for farming 
purposes or to contractors’ equipment nor to land- 
owners or tenants who store motor vehicles out of 
sight of abutters and public ways. 


Section 5. Whoever violates any provisions of this 
by-law shall be liable to a penalty of $5 per day for 
each day of violation, commencing ten days follow- 
ing receipt of written notice from the Board of 
Selectmen. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by 
posting up attested copies thereof at two public places in 
said Town, seven days at least before the time of holding 
said meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this War- 
rant, with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meeting, as aforesaid.

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Report of the 
Conservation Commission 


A major subject of investigation has been to seek 
suitable public swimming facilities. For this purpose, at 
least nine joint meetings have been held with the neigh- 
boring conservation commissions of Sunderland, Deer- 
field and various state officials. In addition, individual 
members have spent much time in negotiations and 
gathering information. 


A site favored by your commission is limited in the 
amount of space for parking, toilet facilities required by 
state standards, and a lack of room for expansion. Efforts 
to make agreeable arrangements to include an adjoining 
piece of land have not been achieved to date. 


As a result, your commission plans to ask the town 
for its wishes in this matter; including the possibility of 
obtaining qualified appraisals and cost estimates to de- 
termine the soundness of this proposal.

THE LIBRARY YEAR 1965 


1965 for the Library was starred by generous 
gifts, community support, bibliographic service of 
enormous scope from the Regional Library System, 
vigorous use of the library with a change of emphasis, 
and by visitors from many places. 


The 9.2% increase in circulation figures does little 
to reflect the growth of the library use for reference. 
Today’s homework, term papers, research projects and 
debates demand intensive use of such non-circulating 
reference tools as encyclopedias, indexes, fact books, 
atlases and bibliographies. Whately students from the 
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3rd grade through high school make expert use of all 
available reference scources. Use of the 55 periodicals 
to which the Library subscribes has almost doubled as 
students depend increasingly on the latest articles 
about their topics; 6,034 in ’65, 3,948 in ’64. This 
growth of in-library use points up the need of addi- 
tional study areas in the near future. 


Reading for enjoyment has increased as TV pro- 
grams begin to pall, especially among senior citizens. 
Mysteries have gained in popularity as Westerns de- 
clined, nurse stories delight a wide band of feminine 
readers, while adventure and historical novels retain 
a faithful public. In non-fiction biography keeps its 
lead with nature and social problems close behind, 
followed by history, literature and philosophy. The 
cost of books has soared to almost 3314% over 1968, 
making gifts of money and reference books doubly 
welcome and book selection twice as hard. 


The increase voted by the town for the librarian 
served to strengthen her determination that the S. 
White Dickinson Memorial Library continue to be in 
the vanguard of ‘“‘little libraries’? in Western Massach- 
usetts. 


Physical Improvements made during the year in- 
clude the installation of the gun rack with its placque 
for holding the Benjamin Waite gun, all gifts of Phillip 
Ayers in memory of Clifford Waite, by Ernest Belanger 
has made the Museum Room seem to deserve its title. 


Mr. Belanger also designed and made a steel dis- 
play stand with removable leaves for showing the large 
sections of the aerial survey maps as well as pictures, 
photographs or paintings as needed. It shared with 
Paul Field’s viewer the center of the stage at the bicen- 
tennial Preview III last August. 


A new clock replaced the old one which had been 


128 


losing time, in the main reading room, selected and set 
in place by Paul Field. Paul Field also solved the pro- 
blem of a place for weeded books to be displayed for 
sale, by getting a book case which he fitted together 
and enameled and placed behind the librarian’s desk. 


Events: In February a book sale of weeded books 
was held in the auditorium and attended by hordes of 
book buyers alerted by the generous publicity given 
the event by WTTT. Much of the success was due to 
the help given by Sharon Bardwell, Diane Belado, 
Michael Denehy, and Bonny Rup, Mrs. Lois Smith and 
daughter, Dereka. 


Bi-Centennial Preview III emphasized maps; the 
earliest and the latest aerial and property, photostat 
copies and original, as well as pictures of Whately 
homes at the turn of the century. Again the sale of 
food from old family recipes helped insure the success 
of the affair. The Committee, Paul Field and Ernest 
Belanger contributed the major part of its appeal. 


The 12th annual Christmas Book Fair received 
rave notices. It grossed a little more than $300. Its 
success was due to the hard working committees, 
junior and senior and many who must be singled out 
for special mention: Kathryn Davidson whose rosy still 
life was displayed in the library from September on, 
painted just for the Fair. Gordon Daniels for his 
exhibit of photographs, Eleanor Selvecki, Art Super- 
visor who planned and designed the art work each of 
the town’s six grades contributed to the Fair’s decor 
that called forth so many compliments, Mrs. Herbert 
Futter, member of the committee who donated ideas, a 
box of brushes, and a basket of Christmas goodies, and 
once again for the ninth year, the fabulous fruit cake 
made by Mrs. Nancy DeLano for the Fair. Proceeds 
will be spent for more reference books. 
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The Christmas Story Hour, the Library’s twefth, 
had all the features of the preceding ones except for 
the loss of its beloved story-teller, Mrs. Dorothy Pol- 
hemus whose duties at Crotched Mountain kept her 
away from Whately on that day. Mrs. Marilyn Mohl 
of West Whately wrote a special Christmas tale for 
the occasion which was read by Mrs. Cane. Chairman 
Sabin Filipkowski once again donated ice cream, 
cookies were made by the librarian, and Frank Farrick 
took the East Whately children home by bus as he has 
for so many years. Fred Bardwell, Jr., showed the film 
and the children were served by Sharon Bardwell, 
Diane Belado, Vicky Daniels and Allan Filipkowski. 


Visitors: In May the Library was visited by Mrs. 
H. Shippen Goodhue, Library Commissioner from the 
eastern end of the state who particularly enjoyed her 
visit and remarked on both the book and the reference 
collection. 


In October the Library was host to 75 children’s 
librarians who were enthusiastic over the fire crackling 
on the hearth, the view and, the warm welcome 
Whately accorded them. Mrs. Cane was among the 
speakers on reference works for younger readers. 


Mrs. Cane gave talks to three library groups dur- 
ing the year and held afternoon sessions on the use of 
basic reference tools for the Brownies and several 
school groups. 


Publicity included a write-up of the Library by 
Alice Scott Ross and broadcasts by WTTT of Amherst. 


Two major Gifts were received; $100. from an 
anonymous benefactor and checks totaling $45. from 
Mrs. Leslie G. Ross and her daughter, Mrs. Ashton 
Lough, in memory of her husband, Major Lesile G. 
Ross. Both of these added riches to the reference col- 
lection. 
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Paul Field, Trustee, bestowed a valuable number 
of Reference works on the library, among them 
Audubon’s Nature Encyclopedia, Audubon’s birds, 
Wild Flowers of America and many other costly and 
coveted volumes. 


Other gifts were received from many out of town 
doners. Mrs. James Tierney, Mrs. Peter Lisewski, and 
the Gregory Mohls gave books to the library and 
Richard Phelps, organist, a series of periodicals on in- 
terior decoration.
